"slate" made by which eleven insti- 
tutions ere to be located with smajl' 
appropriations 


It had been arranged by the Ada 


and Durant forces that the Southeast- 
ern normal bill should come up at 3 
o'clock. 'Promptly at that time, E. S. 
Bailiff of Poototoc, leader in the fight 
for Ada, moved that the bill by Du- 
rant of Bryan, locating the normal at 
Durant, be taken up. Durant, second- 
ed. The motion carried and debate 


was limited to one hour. The bill was 
read, and Huddleston of Pontotoc sub- 
stituted Ada for Durant. Ratliff sec- 
onded. Speeches were made, and on 
•motion of IS we 11 of Bryan to table 
Huddleston's substitute the decisive 
vote was taken, showing that Durant 
had GO votes. 


As on the flnal passage of the Chick 


asha bill yesterday the recognized 
house leaders, Tillotson, Dunn, Ross, 
Harrison and others voted against the 
location, and the Durant-McCalla com 
blnatlon is clearly to control of the 
public buildings matter.
